Lovis, Mo., Sept. 2.—The last will and 
testament of Henry Sbhuw of botanical gar- 
den fame is made public. It bears date of 
Jan. 26, 1885. The bulk of the property goes 
to the city on conditions to be accepted and 
to be carried out by trustees. Mrs. Edom, 
Mr. Suaw's faithful housekeeper. is hand- 
somely remembered. A number of charita- 
ble bodies are bequeathed $1,000 each, and 
then come some minor legacies to more or 
less intimate friendsor .

Some fifty pieces of valua- 
ble property are turned over to the trustees, 
the income from which is to form a fund for 
improving and . to the botanical gar- 
den. To his sister, Caroline Morisse, wife 
of Julius Morisse, Mr. Shaw bequeaths a 
piece of business property on North Fourth 
street; also a house in Shaw place to occuny 
as a residence during her life and at her 
death to revert to the trustees of the botan- 
ical garden; also $5,000 in cash. Bequests are

To Raise the Price of Acids. 

The chemical trade is much agitated over 
the formation of a combination of thirteen 
acid manufacturers of New York and vi- 
cinity, who virtually control the manufacture 
and sale of acid inthis market. It is impossi- 
ble to give an estimate of the aggregate capaci- 
ty of these works, but they are probably the 
largest in the country and control completely 
all the acid produced in this section. Since 
its formation the combine has made satis- 
factory progress. Prices on sulphuric, nitric, 
and muriatic acids, oil of vitriol, and aqua 
fortis have already been advanced, and it is 
thought that higher prices will shortly be 
named for acetic acid and alum.

The New Wheat Crop Beginning to Arrive 
in Duluth—Estimated MNeceipts. 

DutvutTH, Minn., Sept. 2.—[Special.}—The 
new wheat crop in the northwest is just be- 
ginning to move in good shape to this mar- 
ket. Minneapolis has been getting from 150 
to 200 cars a day of late, but the highest 
number reported on track here so far was 
this morning, when 89 were reported. To- 
day, however, 240 cars came in, and the 
movement will increase right along until the 
bulk of the fall marketings are over. So far 
the receipts have been confined almost en- 
tirely to the Northern Pacific road, but the 
Manitoba is now moving some. 

Receipts last week were only 159,000 bush- 
els, but this amount will be trebied this 
week. Wheat in store this morning was 
182,364 bushels, an increase of 78,531 bushels 
for the week, and corn in store, 543,560, a de- 
crease of 82,584 bushels. Corrected figures 
for the crop year show the following move- 
ment of flour and grain here: Receipts— 
Flour, 1,795,422 barrels; wheat, 4,974,817 
bushels; corn, 
340 bushels; barley, 39.297 bushels. Ship- 
ments—Fiour, 1,869,310 barreis; wheat, 5,941,- 
912 bushels; corn, 1,269,504 bushels; oats, 107,- 
060 busheis. The August movement was as 
follows: Receipte—Fiour, 228,001 barrels; 
wheat, 216,207 bushels; corn, 220,238 bushels. 
Shipments—Flour, 233,535 barreis; wheat, 
568,307 bushels; corn, 242,240 bushels.

LIVERYMAN PAT DINAN ASSAULTED. 


The Cronin Witness Knocked Down by a 
North side Gripman. 

Patrick Dinan, the liveryman who has figured 
in the Cronin murder case as the owner of the 
white horse which drew the doomed doctor from 
his home the night of May 4, was assaulted yes- 
terday morning, having his left ear cut and being 
knocked senseless. 

“T heard a team had been run into by a grip at 
Chicago avenue and Clark street,“ said Mr.

Two Ways of Looking at the Same Thing. 
It is expected the steamships Chemung and 
Owego of the Union Steamboat company will 
make twenty-eight round trips this season be- 
tween Buffalo and Chicago. All the Union line 
boats are being crowded in che same way to force 
in all the trips possible before navigation closes, 
This policy of forcing the boats has been adopted 
on line after careful study, which has 
resulted in the theory that ample returns 
are made for the extra coal burned.

WHY THE AMERICAN FLAG IS ABSENT. 

A correspondent whose letcer is printed in 
another column, after making some in- 
quiries about the City of Paris steamer, asks 


| “why with all their boasted enterprise and 


capital the Americans do not plan and 
“ build vessels for themselves and sail them 
„under thelr own flag, commanded by 
“American captains!” The question can be 
easily - answered. An American did plan the 
City of Paris ana about four-fifths of the 
cost of her construction was paid for with 
American capital. But she does not fly an 
American flag and have an American cap- 
tain because the navigation laws of this 
country stand in the way. 

‘These laws, which were among the earliest 
enacted after the First Congress settled 


down to work in 1789, a century ago, and 


which have remained on the statute books 
practically unchanged to this day, provide 
that no ship shall be desmed a vessel of the 
United States unless vuilt in this country, 
owned wholly by its citizens, and sailed by 
an American captain. This rigid rule has a 
Should this country be 


power, and some of the ships belonging to 
subjects of that nation be captured, sold by 


order of a prize court, and purchased by 


Americans, they may be registered as Amer- 
ican ships. Likewise, if a foreign vessel is 
wrecked upon American shores, is sold to a 
citizen, and he spends about as much money 
in repairing hér as she originaily cost, she 
may be registered. War and shipwreck 
alone, then, can convert foreign into Ameri- 
can vessels. 

However well these laws may have worked 
atan earlier period before the era of iron 
and steel construction, and while the ship- 
yards of Maine could compete with those of 
the world, their present effect is to limit the 
American flag to vessels employed in the 
coastwise trade, where there can be no for- 
eign competition, and the lakes. It would 
have been easy enough to raise in this coun- 
try all the capital needed for the construc- 
tion of the City of Paris, but while she 


| cost, by reason of the fact that she was built 


on the Clyde, a million dollars, to build ner 
on the Delaware would have cost a million 
and a half. There is considerable patriotism 
in this country, but it is not so fer vid that it 
will pay 50 per cent more for a home-built 
than a foreign-built ship. Noris the steam- 
ship company so patriotic that it will pay 
American seamen double wages when it can 
get its work done for half price by Swedes, 
Norwegians, Scotch, British, and Irish. For 
the object of that form of aggregated capital 
called a steamship company is not to fly the 
American flag, but to make money. 

There are no special inducements for flying 
the British flag. That government gives no 
subsidies to the steamers of the Inman 
steamship line plying to American ports. 
They get/so many cents for each letter they 
carry, but they would receive that whatever 
It is the century old 
inability to buy foreign ships and the present 
inability to build cheap ones that bave ban- 
ished the stars and stripes from the ex- 
panses of the ocean and confined them to 
the creeks and rivers of the Atlantic and the 
fresh waters of tne lakes. If the corre- 
spondent will use his influence with his mem- 
ber of Congress to have him vote for the re- 
peal of the navigation laws, venerable 
though they be, or to permit the importation 
free of duty of articies used in the building 
of steel and iron ships, which are manu- 
factured abroad more cheaply than here, he 
may find that the evils of which he com- 
plains will bé Cured. But he may think the 
remedy worse than tbe disease.

Not only has the mayor they preached and 
voted for failed to close the saloons, but, 
against the protest of the residents, he hus 
opened those in Hyde Park which had been 
shut fora year. He has gone backward in- 
stead of forward. He has lived up to his 
Democratic instincts. All that he has done 
has been to order the enforcement of the 
city ordinance which requires the ciosing of 
the doors and the pulling down of the blinds 
Sundays. He has also threatened that he 
would revoke the licenses of the offenders 
reported by the police. When he made this 
threat Tus TRIBUNE suggested that the re- 
sult would be that the police would report no 
offenders, certainly none who had influence. 
Such turns out to be the case. The orders 
given to the police about the saloons are like 
those for the closing of the gaming houses. 
They are made with the understanding that 
they shall not be lived up to. 

The thousand policemen reported that the 
mayor’s order was wonderfully well obeyed 
day before yesterday. Their unwearied vigi- 
lance could find no violators. Four or five 
TRIBUNE reporters who strolled through the 
principal streets of the three divisions found 
it violated everywhere. Doors were open. 
Blinds were lacking. The bars were in view

A PROPOSED SALOON SYNDICATE. 

A novel proposition has been made to the 
municipal authorities of Joliet by a firm in 
that oity. It proposes to duy the privilege of 
running all the saloonsin the town. If given 
it it will pay $75,000 a year and will agree to 
locate the saloons so they will not interfere 
with any church, school, or legitimate busi- 
ness; to close them at 10 o’clock at night on 
week days and all day Sundays; to allow no 
gambling or selling of liquor to intoxicated 
persons or minors; and to give bonds in the 
sum of $200,000 for the faithful performance 
of these requirements. The offer ig under 
considerawon. 

Joliet, which is or used to be a Democratic 
city, now charges a yearly license of 51, 000. 
It ought therefore to demand better terms 
than it ig offered, for while it now collects 
about $75,000 the firm which farmed the 
liquor privilege would lessen tne number of 
saloons, would reduce greatly the expenses 
of management, and could well afford to pay 
at least $100,000 or even $150,000 a year. 

Insomuch as the power given to a city over 
the saloon business by its charter is bound- 
less, running all the way from strict prohibi- 
tion to $500 minimum license, why might not 
this Joliet proposition be tried in. Chicago if 
it proved a success there? Is it not possible 
that Mayor Cregior can find in it the way to 
regulate the Sunday saloons which he has 
been hunting for so long and ineffectuaily? 
There is already a gambling trust, why not a’ 
beer-whisky one? There is nothing in the 
word “trust” or syndicate to repel a 
Democratic office holder or seeker. 

Look at the matter from a strictly business 
point of view. It would take but a few weeks 
to form a syndicate with capital enough to 
pay this city atleast four millions a year, 
quarterly in ad@vance, for the exclusive 
right to run saloons, The municipality would 
thereby get nearly twice the revenue it now 
does, and the cost of collection would be les- 
sened. Dealing with one individual instead 
of over 4,000 it would be sure not to lose a 
nickel. The syndicate would make its money 
by cutting down the number of saloons to 
about a thousand. It would place them sim- 
ply where they were needed by the drinkers. 
There would be no duplicates in a neighbor- 
hood. The number of bartenders, the amount 
of capital invested in saloon fixtures and in 
rent for rooms, would drop to a minimum. 
The business would be run on business prin- 
ciples, and atter the payment of this heavy 
tax to the city and of all operating expenses 
the syndicate would be sure of a large per 
cent profit. 

The moral gain to citizens would be this: 
The city would insist that its ordinances 
should be lived up to. It would demand that 
all the saloons must be as quietly conducted 
as the best now are. They must close at the 
ordinance hour. They must not be operated 
in priyate residence neighborhoods which 
protest against them, nor near churches and 
school4. Having a monopoly, the syndicate 
could afford to be decent. The dago shop,’ 
and the cheap concert hall, and the thieves’ 
resort. would vanish, for there would be no 
competition for such vile business.“ The 
Sunday laws would be more strictly ob- 
served by the syndicate than by 4.000 sepa- 
rate competing saloonmen. The blinds 
would be actually pulled down and the doors 
actually closed. Even more rigid rules could 
be enforced. The syndicate being free from 
rivals could shut up tignt Sunday forenoons 
and until after church hours, as in Europe, if 
it saw fit, and might be obliged to do so. 
Therefore the prohibitionists might justifi- 
ably advocate this scheme. 

There might be a little temporary inconven- 
jience. Out of the 8,000 saloagnkeepers and 
barkeepers, three-fourths would have to get 
their living in some other way. But it 
would in the long run be better for them 
and the community. They would be freed 
from the constant temptation to drink, ana. 
the community would gain by the transfer 
into producers of so many who have hitherto 


been consumers of rum. The removal of. 


saloons from residence neighborhoods would 
add to the value of contiguous property. 
The downtown building-no longer used as a 
saloon would rent at a higher price for other 
purposes. 

It will not be long before it will be time for 
the city council to make the appropriations 
for 1890. On one side of the aldermen will 
be constituents who clamor for improve- 
ments; on the other a treasury which is not 
flush. Will they not weicome with delight a 
benevolent syndicate which will add two 
millions to the city’s receipts? That sum 
meant viaducts, bridges, sewers, paved and 
electric lighted streets—improvements which 
make aldermen “solid” in their wards and 
insure their reélection. The matter is one 
which deserves thinking over by this Demo- 
cratic administrauon. There seem to be 
both money and morality in it. Therefore 


Mayor Cregier may think it worth while to 


have his party try it. If so there will be no 
trouble about forming a syndicate. The men 
and the money are ready. 


THE LONDON STRIKE, 

The reports of the last few days from for- 
eign sources that the London strike was in 
course of settiement and that the dock com- 
panies would find some way of compromise 
with their laborers are not confirmed by 
later intelligence, which represents the 
strike as spreading far beyond its original 
limits and involving other interests from the 
sympathetic point of view rather than from 
any basis of real grievance. Tinsmiths, gas- 
stokers, ironworkers, and a few sailors were 
the first to foliow the longshoremen. Then 
several thousand coalheavers threw down 


their implements, the tailors struck yester- 


day, and now almost as many railroad work- 
ers are threatening to go out if their demand 
for fewer hours is not granted. 

The original strike is almost lost sight of, | | 
but in that case there was a weil defined | 
grievance, which is now likely to be preju- | 
diced by the new elements which have come | | 
into the strike. The original strikers were 
the irregular dock laborers, a few thousand 
in number, who were paid ten cents an hour | 
tor the time they were employed; but, inas- 
much as an average day’s work was but 
three or four hours, sometimes only an hour, 
and rarely over five, their complaint was 
that they could not make enough to live on. 
They asked for an advance of two cents an 
hour and that the pay for each job should de 
at the rate of not less than a four hours’ job.

ALLEGED “RACE WAR * IN THE SOUTH. 
Quite a number of public men will shake 
their heads ominously when they read the 
reports of the “threatening attitude of the 
negroes at points in Mississippi and Louis: 
ana. Men like Gen. Sherman will find in 
these accounts a good deal to confirm their 
Opinion that the frands and wrongs perpe- 
trated against the blacks in the south must 
end in a race war sooner or later. They will 
consider such demonstrations as are now 
reported the forerunnérs of a storm which 
they have preaicted as certain to come in the 
future. Gen. Sherman has perhaps been 
more emphatic than any one else in warning 
the south that in its treatmentof the negroes 
it was sowing the wind and making sure of 
a whirlwind as a harvest, but his opinion is 


men whose views are equally entitled to re- 
spectful consideration. 

THE TRIBUNE does not share in the opinion 
that the south is now or is likely to be in 
danger of any general or organized uprising 
of the negroes. It regards this fear of a 
negro insurrection and a race war as one of 
the phantoms handed down from the era of 
slavery. When the system of African bona- 
age prevailedin the south the dread of a 
negro insurrection was general and amounted 
to a well established superstition which the 
slaveowners sought diligently to foster. To 
hold the negroes in slavery was declared the 
only way tosave the whites from massacre 
and rapine. The overseer and the slave- 
driver were represented to be the only 
efficient conservators of public order and 
peace. It was declared that any’ weak- 
ening of the bonds of i slavery 
would provoke a black insurrection 
and the northern abolitionists were pro- 
nounced bloody minded fanatics whose utter- 
sated were intended to incive the rn to 


blu 
of the Master, whose doctrines he professes | 


the slaves. Never had an enslaved and 
wronged race such an o for re- 
venge, Yet the slaves e in no revolt 
and did not attempt even to start a fire ia 
tne rear of the rebel army. They toued ou 
as slaves, caring for the families left in their 
charge and raising crops for the support 
of the army which was fighting to 
keep them in slavery. The physical force 
which had been desiared necessary to hold 
them in check was suddenly withdrawn, 
and yet they remained humble and submis- 
sive and refysed to strike a blow for them- 
selves. Not until they had escaped to the 
union lihes and were put under the com- 
mand and leadership of white officers did 


any of them attempt to fight for their own | 
| freedom. 


The negro is not wholly a non-combatent, 
He can fight as an individual in selfdefense 
or under the influence of anger, and even for 
revenge, but he has no power of discipline or 
organization. For the reason that the ne- 
groes, when left to themselves, lack wholly 
the power of making organized resistance to 
oppression it is absurd to suppose they can 
ever terrorize the south or engage in any re- 
volt which tne whites will not quick- 
ly stamp out. Whenever the negroes 
are found herding together in turbu- 
lent mobs threatening to demand some 
right or take revenge for a wrong the whites 
make quick work with them. The conflict is 


soon over and the loss nearly ali on one side. 


If troops are not at hand the whites quickly 
organize themselves into companies made up 
for the occasion and repair to the scene of 
action with the celerity and enthusiasm born 
of the prospect of an exciting ** nigger Hunt.“ 
It is seldom the negroes dare get togetner 
and make any demonstrations or threats 
against the whites, but when they do they 
are suppressed in a manner which shows 
how.absurd is the fear of an insurrection. 
among the blacks. White men similarly sit- 
uated would have their rights or make a4 
fight to the death, but the negroes cannot 
and will not oppose any organized, formida- 
ble resistance to the ving of their bour- 
boa oppressors. 


W. I. scoTT’s COALMINERS. 

“After Mr. W. L. Scott, prominent Demo- 
crat, had told his men at the Spring Valley 
mines that he intended to close them for siz 
months or a year, thus leaving them without 
hope of work, Tun Trarsune regretfully sug- 
gested that nothing was left them but to go 
to coalficids in other states where wages 
had not deen reduced ana labor was in de- 
mand. The St. Louis Aepublic comments on 
this, and, without telling its readers who the 
miners were to whom this advice was given, 
insists that they must stay in Illinois; that the 
Republican party of Illinois promised them 
high wages and failed to give them, and “it 
is only as citizens of IIlinois that they can 
hold the Republican party of Lilinois to ac- 
“ count.” 

These Spring Valley miners have no crow 
to pluck with the Republican party or any 
member thereof, The individual whom they 
would like to vote against if tney could get 
the chance is Mr. W. L. Scott. Heitis, and 
not the Republican party, who wants to cut 


down their wages 15 cents a ton, and make 


them do twice the amount of work in the re- 
moval of rock and clay that they have been 
doing. While other mine owners, mostly 
Republicans, have wanted their men to work 
for 7g cents less than the old rates, Mr. 
Scott, Democrat, wants to take twice that 
from them. While the other operators, 
mostly Republicans, are willing to treat with 
the men as a union, Mr. Scott says that he 
will deal with no union, but only with in- 
dividuals. While other mineowners are 
now ready to compromise, and probably 
will do so, Mr. Scott, Democrat, sajs 
„% no compromise,” and closes his mines. 

It is Scott, the Democrat, and not the Re- 
publican party or any member of it, who is 
forcing these honest, peaceable, and indus- 
trious citizeus to leave Illinois. It 16 Mr. 
Scott who is banishing them from the homes 
they have made, or evicting them from the 
houses they have rented of him. A Repub- 
lican, the former manager of the mines and 


the owner of one-seventh of the stock, offered 


Mr. Scott to run them and give the company 
15 cents a ton clear of expenses. Mr. Scott, 
who was closing his mines because he said 
he would lose 15 cents a ton at the wages 
asked by the men, refuses this offered roy- 
alty of 18 cents. It is clear, therefore, that 
his only reason for shutting up shop and 
driving his men to other states is that he 
wants to get more than the 15 cents he re- 
jects. 

It is a pity that ‘these men cannot stay. 
Were they to remain they would cast no

The Rev. F. J. Brobst of the Westminster

The Brother-in-Law of Abraham Lincoln 
Passes Away at Sprincticid, 411.

Hon. Ninian W. Edwards, brother-in-law of 
Abraham Lincoln, whose death has been 
— expected for several 
=~ days, died this morn- 
ang at 10:50 o’clock at 
the residence of his 
son, A. 8. Edwards, 
his brother, Maj. A. 
G. Edwards of St. 
Louis, and son Charles 
also being at his bed- 
side. The funeral will 
take place Wednesday 
and the interment will 
be at Oak Ridge cem- 
etery. 

[Mr. Edwards was 80 
years old. He was the 
son of Ninian Edwards, 
the first territorial Gov-

. ernor of the state. and 

NINIAN W. EDWARDS, himself held the , offices 
of Attorney General and Superinteadent of Pub- 
lie Instruction of the state, besides being a mem- 
ber of the state legislature severai sessions. He 
has not been actively engaged in private or pub- 
lic affairs for the last twenty-five years, and his 
death is the result of a general wearing out.

Lee had a start of fifty 
yards. O'Connor went to work at 25 to the 
minute, gradually increased the stroke, and 
in the third of a mile was almost ievel with 
Lee. Neither ©’Connor nor Searie spurts 
for more than afew hundred yards, as they 
are always under watch gengrally y thou- 
sands of eyes. In spurting this afternoon 
O'Connor put nine strokes in thirteen sec- 
onds, thirteen in seventeen and a half, and 
twenty-two in thirty seconds. He is con- 
ceded to be the fastest man on the Thames 
for a quarter mile, but beyond that distance 
he stands no chance with Searie. In spurt- 
ing today Séerie was timed for nine strokes 
in twelve onds, thirteen in sixteeyi 
and twenty-three in thirty. It will 
seon that O' Connor's fastest 
stroke is about forty-six, While 


_Bearie got as high as forty-eight. These 


spurts were only for short distances, but if 


| the coming race be close those who witness 


it may expect to see Searle run up to forty- 
six and O'Connor to forty-four. At more 
than one point iu the struggle in going at a 
high pressure rate it is stated both men did 
beautifully clean work. The final deposit 
will be made at the Star and Garter Thurs- 
day night.

That Irish Land Gill. 

BIRMINGHAM, Sept. 2—Mr. Joseph Cham- 
berlain in a speech here tonight advised the 
government, before introducing the Irish 
land bill, to submit to parliament a resolu- 
tion deciaring that Ireland, equally with Eu-

PARADE OF THK KNIGHTS OF LABOR. | 


About 3,500 Men in Line Make Quite a 
Creditable Display. 

The parade of the Knights of- Labor was 
small ia comparison with that of the trades 
assembly. Dissension has thiuned the 
once formigable ranks of the K. of I., and 
the followers of Powderly who assembled at 
Jackson and Desplaines streets yesterday 
morning numbered at the time fixed for 
the parade to start about 1,200. Drawn 
up in side streets was an array of 
decorated carriages containing the distin- 
guished guests who were to take rt in 
the procession. For thirty minutes Marshal 
Rodgers held back the word of command, his 
trusty aids occasionally reporting the ar- 
rival of reinforcements, the music of whose 
bands could be heard in the distance. Some- 
times as a body of paraders came in sight the 
hopes of the watchers were changed to dis- 
appointmegt; instead of valiant Knights the 
new arrivals were sturdy yeomen of the rival 


parade. 

At 9:30, when about 3,500 men had as- 
sembied, the word of command to march was 
given. Escorted by a sihgie aid Marshal 
Rodgers led the way, his immediate body- 
guard being a platoon of police under com- 
mand of Lieut. Mahoney. Scarcely was the 
vanguard of the parade fairly under way 
when an obstacle was encountered 
in the shape of a detachment of the rival 
marchers. A halt was called and the fife and 
drum band in the rear of Lieut. Mahonev's 
men gave up the struggle to drown the more 
noisv music of the rival band. Before the 
river was reached two more interruptions 
were encountéred, the first of which was re- 
spectfully deferred to and allowed to pass. 
The second was ordered by the police lieu- 
tenant to take a side street. 

These frequent halts bad a demoralizing 
effect on the Knights’ parade. Bands were 
silenced, and even the regular rat-a-tat of 
the drums became useless as a guide to the 
rank and file.

YACHT RACING AT NEW TORK. 


Eighty-two Boats Start in the Regatta Off 
Liberty Islanad—The Results. 

New Yor«K, Sept. 2.—[Special.}—Eighty-two 
boats started today in the grand union regatta of 
the New York Yacht Racing association. The 
affair was a success in every way. The steam- 
boat Cygnus which had been chartered for the 
day by the association accompanied the yachts 
over the course. She carried a party of about 
500 in which there was a large sprinkling of 
pretty girls who, while not engaged in watching 
the yacht race, enjoyed themselves in dancing, 
flirting, and other pastimes dear to the sex. The 
start was made off Liberty island, the prepara- 
tory signal being given at 12:10:10, and the 
whistle which speeds the yachts on their way 
sounded ten minutes later. The wind was about 
south-southeast at the start and biowing a nice 
little breeze, which enabled the boats to carry 
every stitch of canvas that would draw wind. 

Classes E and F went to and around the red 
dell buoy at the end of the Swash channel. 
Class G. Nos, 1. 2, 5, 4 and 7, rounded buoy No. 
18. off Swindurne land. Nos. 3, 4 8. and 9 
rounded buoy No. 15, leaving it on the port hand; 
thence to and around Fort Lafayette. Ali 
classes returned to the starting point off Liberty 
island. It was a pretty sight to see the big 
fiset start. Never before had so many yachts 
been seen together ia New York harbor. All 
got awayin good shape and made the best of 
their way down the bay in the face of both 
tide and wind. Ooming back it was a run with 
the wind nearly dead aft, and these yachts 
which owned spinnakers spread them to the 
freshertfiing breeze. The winners were: Class D, 
Gertrude; class E, Meyers; class F. Forsyth;

It was 
dusk when the last boat came in. The only mis- 
haps of the day were the stranding of half a doz- 
en catboats on the bar off Liberty island and the 
dismasting of the Dauntless. 


HOW DEMPSEY WAS KNOCKED OUT. 


Accounts of Hie Fight with the Marine 
Were Bad—Still Technical Champion. 
The San Francisco Chronicle of Wednesday 
last devotes three columns to a good account of 
the Dempsey-La Blanche fight, which corrobo- 
rates some ofthe news seut by wire, explains 
some of the misty things in connection with the 
fight, and adds some new facts to what is al- 
ready known. ‘‘ The Marine was in the better 
condition. Dempsey was “‘weedy’”’ and looked 
offedge. He weighed 151 pounds and the Marine 
161 pounds. As La Blanche was overweight the 
question of middleweight championship was 
¥barred and Dempsey is still, technically, the 
champion of that class, though in the light of 
the talk made by him and his party the tech- 

nicality of his honor is sharp. 

In the first six rounds of the fight the 
Marine rushed and Dempsey ducked and 
footed away from his attacks, stabbing off 
his man when he could and showing pretty foot 
work and a good head. Ihe Marine showed 
bad temper and fought foully, especially in his 
efforts to wrestle and hit low. In the seventh 
round the Marine took a decided lead and Demp- 
sey was pinchec. It was rush and slug for La 

Blanche and dodge and stab by Dempsey up to 
the twelfth round. In the eleventh round, after 
the call of. time, La Blanche punched Dempsey 
savagely. After La Blanche was seated in his 
corner Dempsey walked over and retaliated, 
nearly Knocking “the Marine down. But for 
the interference of Referee Hiram Cook a rough 
and tumble fight between the men wouid 
have ensued. From the eleventh round on 
the tide of battie turned. ‘The Marine*ceased 
rushing and tried Dempsey's game—iong range 
hitting. Of course be made no headway. In the 
fifteenth round Dempsey began to swing nis right 
hand for the first time. He led in the tighting 
untii the thirtieth round, though La Blanche 
was strong and waiting, us later events proved, 
to get in a knockout blow on the confident 
Dempsey. In the twenty-sixth round Dempsey 
thought he saw a chance to knock out the 
Marine and followed him very closely into his 
corner, where he got some hard punishment and 
just escaped being knocked out himself. In the 
thirty-second round, after giving’ La Blanche 
a good deal of long range punching, 
he went after him again, and La 
Blanche’s opportunity came. It was evident 
that Dempsey thought he had his man where he 
wunted him, for — | u couple of feints he let go 
bis left and followed it with his right at the Ma- 
rine’s jaw, and the next instant Jack lay on the 
resined floor of the arena on his face and hands, 
ao inert mass of humanity. 

The terrible richt tist of the Marine, who had 
waited patientiy for the chance, had conntered 
on Dempsey's nose with a swing that would have 
felled au ox, and the Nonpureſl, an unequaled 
champion of the ring no more, was a beaten 
man. 

Slowly the seconds were counted off—one, two, 
three—but the bleeding pugtilist lay prone till 
the eighth had passed. Then by an almost 
superbuman effort he struggled to rise, but his 
legs Wttered beneath him wud he fell rather 
than staggered to the ropes, and clutched them 
pe Seaport himself while he faced his victorious 
oe. 

The instinct of battle was still strong in him, 


was ‘futile, for he had risen so slowly in his weak- 
ness that the ten secohds of grace had expired. 
He had been counted out, and the smiling and 
sturdy Marine wus the winner of the big match.
